DESHA’S TRIAL. 

The June term of the Harrison circuit court, com. 
menced on Monday last. Our attentive correspond. 
ent at Cynthiana, informs us that Mr. Wall, attorney 
for the Commonwealth, moved a continuance of Desha’s 
case on the ground of the absence of material witnesses. 
The metion, it appears, met with opposition and an 
agreement was made, that the cause should lay over 
until Friday, June the 11th and that attachments shouid 
issue, in the mean time, for the absent witnesses, re- 
turnable on that day. The Governor, and other con- 
nexions of the prisoner, were in attendance, and his 
counsel, Mr. Taul, expected he would be ready for tri- 
al. The understanding at Cynthiana, was, that there 
would be no difficulty in relation to the yury; and that 
the trial would proceed.
